NATIONAL MASTER’S ADDRESS 


Modern Pioneers 


The greatest call for pioneering is along the path- 
way of peace For centuries brute force and blood- 
shed have sought to controll the lives of men. Good 
will, understanding, arbitration, and abjucation must 
finally be brought to a rightfull place in the program 
of nations, as well as individuals. Thecall goes forth 
more pronounced than ever before, for national hon- 
esty, national character, and national respect for 
treaties and the rights of minorities.
